THE ANARCHY OF THE TURF 

James H. Rees, a high-class gentleman and 
presiding judge at Oakley and Detroit this year, 
was arrested a few days ago at Cincinnati on a 
warrant sworn to by the mother of Jockey E. A. 
Dorsey, charging criminal libel. The charge is 
based on the suspension of Dorsey for his ride 
on Outgo at Detroit August 7 last, and the state- 
ment made by Mr. Rees in support of his ruling. 
The American Turf Congress should attend to 
the case. The turf has come to a pretty pass 
when officials of such turf and social standing 
as Capt. Rees can be embarrassed by a boy, 
which his duty compelled him to discipline.

CORRECT JOCKEY CLUB ACTION. 

Speaking for the Jockey Club, Bob Pinkerton 
told the bookmakers at Brooklyn last Friday 
that much of the scandal over Eastern racing 
had emanated from them and that it would no 
longer be tolerated- They were told that if they 
knew or suspected anything to be wrong, the 
stewards would be glad to reach the facts and 
punish the guilty parties. 

This is the right kind of a stand for the .Jockey 
Club to take. The turf has had far too much of 
the etferveseuco of personal liberty— cheap talk 
which got to the public by reflection, through 
the newspapers, as facts. Cheap though this 
talk and its distributors may be, it is accepted 
as export testimony by the public which is too 
busy to be attentive to any other thing than its 
immediate own. The bookmaker, be he winner 
or looser, should be a turf pillar, not a turf de- 
famer. He is and has been normally a defamer, 
talking in a peevish or libellous strain about 
reasons for his losses — when he lost— and 
congratulating only himself when he won. He 
always, by personal report, wins less than he 
wins and loses more than he loses. Of course 
this is all the bias of “interest,” “business acu- 
me and other hi-ky expression that covers 
the deception of modern commercialism. The 
bookmakers’ way is the track owners’ way and 
the horse owners’ way. That way is everyday 
help to a noble sport, with as strong a mercantile 
angle ts any American industry of the second 
class. There is some |7i,000,000 permanently 
invested in race tracks, race horses of various 
grades, and their producing and tributary 
streams. 

At least ten times such a sum, or $750,000,000, 
flows through American turf avenues each year. 
The turf merchant is the only merchant that 
parades his troubles through the news corners 
of the newspaper without tax. Holler, Shout 
& Co. may parade hi kyism in big type and in- 
sinuate — through challenge, red letter, rum, 
bankrupt and other sales— that the other fellows 
will not do, and incidentally that he’s the only 
honest party on the street — at so much per inch 
—or foot. The turf scandal-monger wouldn’t 
scream nearly as loud as he does at thirty cents a 
line— or more. The Jockey Club’s announcement 
of future action is all right. The club may be 
narrow and local, but since it has been in business 
its action has been full of aid to the turf. This 
matter, though, isn't one for such organizations. 
The bookmaker should have enough acumen 
of his own to control his own. There is an 
Eastern bookmakers organization— the Metro- 
politan Turf Association. But it doesn’t go at 
things in a present or an acute way and is 
rather a financial, “jollying” and perfunctory 
club of good fellows. The Western bookmaking 
brigade is horse, foot, dragoons and sutlers 
assistants: a mob of the shreds and patches of 
do the best vou canism. The old Western book- 
makers Association was shelved into mumyism 
with the bandages of a clique made on the real 
estate proceeds and its growth. 

What is needed in the west is a modern, 
virile, get-up and-get bookmakers organization, 
which will pass on the standing of candidates 
for the public’s business and discipline mem- 
bers who get out of verbal as well as financial 
lines. The Eastern betting system may not be 
far away from the west. A Western bookmakers 
t-rganizatiou, built on commonseusible grounds, 
could shape the way and act as a sort of a buf- 
fer against the jars that are likely to come from 
future hit and miss legislation. Then, too, it 
could aid the other turf bodies: track owners, 
horse owners and breeders in the broad way of 
general betterment. The most intelligent busi- 
ness class is that which shapes its ways to what 
is likely to come. Such a class isn’t caught 
“napping” in troublous times. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

“Buck” Franklin has signed a contract to 
train for Baker & Gentry in 1897. 

The Horseman declares that it is said that F. 
F. V. is the best colt in the west. By whom and 
when? What of Aquinas, Algol and Dr.Catlett? 

The best yearling work at Lexington, accord- 
ng to “Broadchurch” is that of John Clay’s $40 
yearling filly by Ben Strome, a half in 50 seconds. 

Riley Grannau has resigned from the Eastern 
bookmakers’ association, and Sigmund Levy, 
who “welched” at Sheepshead, has been ex- 
pelled. 

A section of St. Louis owners have met, reso- 
luted and scattered. Their trouble was declared 
in a resolution against the Turf Congress Board 
of Appeals. 

After Grannan had won the Endurance Stakes 
at Oakley Wednesday last, Tom Griffin, whose 
Sir Vassar was second and the only other starter, 
bid up the Ireland gelding from $1,100 to $2,500. 
He was bought in. 

Barney Schreiber has made a contract with 
Charley Slaughter’s father ^hat gives him the 



services of one of the best of western light 
weights until the end of 1898. The Erie Stable, 
Burns & Waterhouse and the San Jacinto Stable 
all wanted the good boy. 

Pat Dunne goes to California next week with 
Flying Dutchman, Captive, Damien, Preston, 
Salvable, Strathrol, Benamela and three or four 
more horses. Martin will ride the Dunne 
horses in California. The Dutchman’s injury 
is not as serious as was first reported. 

Dr.J.M. Buckley, who has figured as the owner 
of the bad horse owned by Martin Bergen, the 
jockey, has sue 1 Bergen for some $3,300. Buck- 
ley cheaply threatens to tell about matters that 
will cause Bergen to be ruled off. The amount 
claimed is under the head of service as a trainer. 

It turns out that John McCafferty bought 
Counter Tenor at the Ruppert sale for McCaf- 
ferty and, on the basis of profit and reciprocity 
at the angle of present use in present and profit- 
able places, exchanged him for Eloroy. The ac- 
counts of both transactions, so far, are not 
favorable. But there’s the future. 

In an effort to “jolly” Ray, the jockey, the 
Cincinnati Enquirer declares that he is going 
to training,“in imitation of that very successful 
knight of the pigskin, Charlie McCafferty.’' 
Dear! Dear! Oh! My! Poor McCafferty! 
Ho has troubles enough of his own without 
bearing those of Brother John. 

Illume, a beautifully bred horse, seven years 
old, by The 111 Used— Bayadere by King Alfonso, 
has been bought by Messrs. Hinde & Baker and 
will be tried as a sire at the Millbrook Stud. 
Illume was a good racehorse when he took the 
notion to do his best. Like many other great 
individuals in thoroughbredom he chose his 
own places. 

Green B. Morris says that the superb looking 
Star Ruby 4,by Hampton— Ornament.has broken 
down. The colt is at Rancho del Paso and will 
join the staff of sires on Mr. Haggin’s noble 
ranche. Mr. Haggin imported the colt and has 
always owned him. Mr. Morris merely had Star 
Ruby’s racing qualities. 

The story is printed in Cincinnati — an unre- 
liable source— that Thorpe is to ride the coming 
winter for Burns & W’aterhouse at San Fran- 
cisco. It may be wrong. So, too, may its at- 
tachment of an 1897 engagement by Thorpe with 
Samuel Trowbridge, the Kansas horseman, who, 
backed by W. J. Arkell of “Judge” fame, races in 
in the East as “S. Trowbridge” and “Trow- 
bridge & Co.” 

Dr. Catlett’s mile in 1 :4l!4 with 118 pounds up 
at Oakley last Saturday is so far the perform- 
ance of the year for a two-year-old. But there 
is two months in front and the scale favors the 
youngsters in October and November. The son 
of Candlemas and .Alberna, however, is a colt of 
great speed, stamina and courage. His record 
for the season shows that he is such, though he 
IS not likely to figure with the big winners of 
his division. 

Ttiat intelligent, all-round horseman, Ed Tip- 
ton, secretary of the Kentucky Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, will go to Montana after this season 
and give his entire attention to future Montana 
racing of the thoroughbred and harness classes. 
Mr. Tipton’s success with the Anaconda and 
Butte meetings this year was phenomenal. The 
Montana circuit’s range will be broadened next 
season, purely on the strength of Marcus Daly’s 
confidence in Tipton’s ability.

The keenest figures in Americad racing at this 
time are August Belmont and Marcus Daly. 
Both are high of class, spend money nobly in a 
turf way. think honestly and talk and act as 
they think. Marcus Daly said recently about 
the turf as it impressed him : “I believe that 
American racing will eventually take its natural 
place and that as large and fashionable assem- 
blies as ever graced Ascot, Doncaster, Sandown 
or Goodwood will meet upon American race- 
courses to applaud the winners of great stakes. 
America is laboring at present under what is 
known as a great moral wave. Many people, 
with the best of intentions, spend a great deal 
of their time, and, in some instances, their 
money, in efforts to save Americans from eternal 
perdition. Many of these people are sine >re in 
their efforts to reform the morals of others, and 
consequently they attack anything and every- 
thing which they believe has a demoralizing ten- 
dency to the morals of the general public. 

‘ When any sport or business cannot stand 
honest, bold, fearless criticism by the press, es- 
pecially so when a large proporition of the pub- 
lic is interested, it cannot long exist unless the 
causes for criticisms are removed. I will say 
that the best interests of the turf demand that 
the criticisms of the press receive the utmost 
consideration from the governors of racing. 
What is needed most on the turf to-day is a 
governing body that will not hesitate in inflict- 
ing punishment upon wrongdoers whenever the 
turf suffers from their direct or indirect tran- 
sactions. 

“I am firmly convinced that under August 
Belmont’s rule a vigorous effort will be made 
to enhance the attractiveness of racing as a 
sport by making many much needed reforms 
The Jockey Club is in its infan y, and although 
many of its members have grown gray and have 
passed the half-post in the race of life, experi- 
ence will teach them what is required, while the 
younger members will listen to their counsel and 
learn practical lessons day by day by closely ob- 
serving every detail of racing under their obser- 
vation. In a few years the younger men may 
take the places at the helm and guide racing 
safely to the haven of prosperity.”
